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Oceau Mail Service. 

On Wednesday last tho Select Com- 
mittee appointed Homo tlirco weeks 
earlier to coiibidor tho question of our 
ocean mail service, roporied. Pew will, 
. we iinugiuo,, read that report without 
feeling Uial the three weeks' incubut ion 
■was to' little purpose — that- the gentle- 
men composing, tho commilteo must 
have boen singularly unconscious oi the 
importance of the subject referrod to 
them. Tho report certuiuly possesses 
v the merit ot brevity. It reuds as follows; 
'Tour Committee b*z to report, That 
in view of tbo probability «f u lino of 
■British steamers being estiblisbed on the 
North Paeifni Count, nriaogemeBla shouli 
be rr.iide to open begoiiattoris with any mcb 
company for pliclrig u ukamer on this line. 
Yoor Comminee are lunhor ol opinion tbat 
were arrangtmentH modo with the Pui>et 
Souod aitomer to come to Victoria more Ire 
rjuently und remoio o longer lime much 
good wou'd rebult to the colony und mail 
com munication would he very much lucili- 
tated and improve d.' 

Could onything well bo more thor^ 
oughly IfldrfftWent ? Not a word tx- 
pmsivo ol either iho importance or the 
urgency of tho mutter. It is only 
i in view of the probability of a 
lino of British steamers being esUlj- 
« lishcd on tho Northern l'neilic count 
that neg-'iliations uro suggested. Not 
a word about the character of the 
steamers, tbo rates lor freight and piiH- 
gnge or the frequency of communica- 
tion. All is slurud over iu a short und 
slovenly sentence, juft as if iho wholo 
thing were a matter of porfect iodiffer- 
ence. In truth, if tho n port can bo 
presumed to exort any influence at ..ll 
it will bo in the wrong direction. This 
is no trilling matter. Wo bhall scarce- 
ly bo expected to go over ground so 
often and so recently trodden in order 
to point out tho great importance 10 
this colony of having at once establish < 
ed frequent, cheap, safe and attractive 
communication with San Francisco. As 
tho only means of obtaining population 
until tho Canadian Pucilic Railway 
shall have been completed; it is really 
indispensable. As tho suro uii'aus of ob- 
taining population as fust as the colony 
can employ and absorb it such communi- 
cation would scarcely bo dear at uny 
price. Better tbat tho colony should 
devote a hundred thousand dollars a 
year lowurds that olject than ho with- 
out id But, as was (jointed out in a 
previous article, there is roully no rea- 
son why it should cost tho colony half 
that sum to muintain first class fort- 
nightly commuuicai ion beiwoon hero 
San Francisco. Indeed thcro is reason 
for believing that tri-inoutbly communi- 
cation could be secured without cur be* 
intr called upon to puv more than . »«w 
$o&.ooo, ^ imperial BoveromfaDt doing 
itssbire. Under these circumstances i« 
it not utter folly— downright wicked- 
ness to exhibi'. such profound indiffer- 
ence? The early estuhlLshment of such 
communication is second in iniportanee 
only to the construction of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. It is no longer 
tho California of the paHt with wbioh 
we seek to enjoy fucilo intercourse. 
S'nca the opening ot the Union Pacific 
Railway that Sluto bus undergone a 
marvellous transformation, ban become 
in a great measure ns-imilated to the 
Eas'ern Stutos in point of population, 
commerce and labour; and all that is 
noedod to introduce a constant stream- 
let oi immigration into this colony is to 
tup the great current by means of such 
a lino of steamers as we have been ad« 
vacating. It will be Btran^e indeed if, 
now that porulation has been brought 
to our very gate, we do not possess the 
omrgy and enterprise to reach out and 
take it. The wheyey report of the Se- 
lect Committee would appear to iudi- 

oato that wo have not.

the vote of six out of the nine represent- 
ative members of the Legislative Coun- 
cil, backod up, na it was, by the uetiou 
of 'tho aforesaid publiu meeting and iu 
a variety of othor ways, This graceful 
concession on tho part of Ilis Exoel- 
lonoy illustrates his desire to meet the 
jus', demands of tho people and will 
doubtless give very general satisfaction 
throughout the colony. It will jillay 



doubt. Now, however, tho way is 
cleur, If tho delegates ouly prove true 
to the important iruHt rcposod iu them, 
and if tho (Junadinn Government shonld 
meet them in that liberul spirit which 
thero is overy reason to expect, there 
would appear to bo nothing to hinder 
UriiMi Columbia gliding gracefully into 
the Dominion before anotbor Uvolve 
mouths hnvo romo and gono.

Tbe Frenob bare never bad the repos 
tatioo tor suooeasful colonization, and there 
is nothing astonishing in tbeir failure to 
make anything out ol Algeiia. M. de Per- 
siguy in 1866 iuformed ibe world that the 
oolouy was a permaneat source of weakness 
to France, wbiob absorbed the blood and 
money of Ibe mother country. However the 
Arabs afford Irom lima to lime series of 
little wars, wheie exporieuoe is gained. Oo 
the re-assembling of the Coips Legislatil 
the condition of the Colony became ibe 
order of tbe day. Like suob subjects io 
general, tbe House did not find tbe matter 
attractive, hut nevertheless unenimoosly 
uooeptid the ministerial promise that Algeua, 
aa after 1848, would be represented iu the 
Uhumber — likely by throe members, — and 
that ibe lature would see more of tbo civil 
and military element in Ihe administration of 
the Colony. 

What gave most importance to this 
debate was tbe brat blow ol tbe pick-axe 
given to tbe Senate. It ia to this august 
Oody that has under its special charge the 
oonduot of matters Algerian, and tho proinis- 
log to relorui ibis exclusive control pleased 
the Chamber very much. Besides, tbe Senate 
has at present a vole oo tbo acta ol tbe 
Chamber ot Deputies, and such is not in 
accordance with tbe new order of things, 
null loss with ihe wishes of tbe country. '1 bu 
Senators are exclusively appointel by tbe 
Emperor, and each receives a stipend ol 
3D 000 francs a year It ia the Hotel des In- 
vatules, lor the' illustrious 1 of the nation, 
i'ne -east* is now on it. trial, 'Ihe country 
does uol regard it as a 'live institution' and 
us action iu pan iug tbe reforms now in 
tratuilu from the People's House will decide 
us utility, Vacancies aie ouly bTled up on 
the death of a Senator. Iu Belgium, Ibe 
Senate is elected by tbe popular vote, and 
uan bs dissolved. That ul France will likely 
be similarly constituted. 

The Decentralization Committee is persu- 
ing its important work, lu abject is lo 
ascertain how tar the Impeiial government 
can bereli.vod Irom mixing in local afhirs. 
phe kumty point iu decide il tbe looal 
mayor' ul ibe pansn parliaments are to be 
nominated by tbe Uoverument, and lhu« 
jucouie its representative, or by Ihe vestry 
vote Uaving them independent. 

Meanwhile the work ol liberalizing the 
country goea a-heid, and the politically un- 
educated are beginning to see that fchi'i liberty 
ia not to be comprehended by them, aud 
classed as thsy b«ve hitherto done, wnh the 
plague, ebolera oi yellow lever. It is a diffi- 
cult task to plant treedom in ibis country, 
where opinion is ao mobile, and as osoiliiit- 
mg as a peodulem — moving; to arbitrary 
power when the wind blows liom tbe barri- 
cades, and to apparttirn when absolution 
becomes too Bluet. Ottwo classes in Fraoco 
one doei not like liberty, and lbs otber iu 
loving it too much, atiflss it io its embraces. 
It is lor the Cabinet to keep poggiog away. 

But tbe moat important question of me 
oument is ihe relations with Rome. Never 
were tbey so critical. Tbst tbe troops will 
eooo be withdrawn is a fact assured. Tbe 
indifference with wbiob tbe protests of tbe 
French Government are received by His 
Holioefs or tbe Jesuitical Coruarillo that con- 
tra! him, has touched the national pride to tbe 
quick. Day after day special dispatches ure 
lorwaided to Rame, and no doubt since thu 
dogma of infallibility aod ayllabua are to be 
eoiertained, it ia time for the Catholic powers 
to act. Franca it is mmored will sead a 
special ambassador, but tor what is not very 
clear, as it would be a Sissypbian task 
endeavor to combal with a Ionian* uacisioo. 
The Pontiff mistakes thepsntqiy in wbieb be 
lives, by reviving the cictatorabip ot tbe 
church over civnizatioo, Ha seems to be 
inlalualed in opposing tbo protests ol the 
only powers that cau aid htm >a bis d-lfljnl- 
ties, France upholds bis tisra by tbe Ubas- 
aepoti^-ibtae will not be longer allowed lo 
prop an antiquated ipatiimion that in lall 
day obstinately aims to roll baok the tide ol 
civilization.
